Historical  Note 


Fremont  (the  ancient  Poplin)  together  with  Brentwood  was  set 
off  from  Exeter  in  1  742.  the  territory  (now  Fremont)  at  the  time 
being   known   as   "The  Rocks." 

In  1  707  a  mill  was  built  and  known  as  Black  Rocks  Mill,  and  in 
1  725  Alexander  Magoon  built  another  mil!  one  mile  below  Black 
Rocks  Mill  known  as  Caverly  Mill- 
In  1  764  the  territory  set  off  from  Exeter  was  cut  into  equal 
halves,  the  westerly  half  being  incorporated  June  2  2  of  that  year 
and  named  Poplin.  It  remained  Poplin  until  1  854  when  it  was 
changed    to  Fremont. 

The  building  of  a  meeting  house  appears  to  have  agitated 
the  people  of  the  new  town  during  the  following  years  and  many 
votes  were  taken  relating  thereto  but  the  War  for  Independence 
coming  on  required  all  the  men  and  means  to  be  had  and  it  was 
not  until  the  year  1  800  that  the  meeting  house  was  finally  built 
and     stands     today    a     splendid     monument    to     our     noble  ancestors. 

In  1873  by  the  farsignted  benevolence  of  Miss  Sarah  A.  Cftase 
means  were  provided  for  bold-ng  each  and  every  year  a  series  of 
meetings. 

In    1878    the    fund    given    by    Miss    Chase    became    available  and 
on    April    11th    of    that    year   Perley    Robinson.    Ezra    Currier.  Charles 
W.    Follctt.    Joseph    A.    Smith.    William    H.    Gibson.    Joseph    B-  San- 
born.     Charles     H.     W'hittier.     George     L.     Sanborn     and     Cyrus  A 
Gove    met    in    the    Old    Meeting    House    and    organized    a    Suciety  for 
the    purpose    of    carrying    out    the    provisions    of     Miss    Chase  s  will. 
The     meetings    for    many    years    were    held    in    the     Democratic  Hall 
and    for    a    time    in    the    Union    Church,    the     last    twenty-five  years 
in    this    "Ye    Cld     Meeting    House."    Many    of    the    speakers  have 
been    renowned    preachers.    Dr.    W'illard     Spaulding.    Marv    A-  Liv- 
ermore.  Rev.  and  Hon.  Luther  F.  McKinnev   (  man\-  years  in  Congress). 
Dr.  William  H.  Motrison.   p. cached  for  3  3   y:ars  and  Julian  S.  Cutter 
for   3  0  years.
